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Teen credited with helping save man’s life 


Raymond administers CPR after man stops breathing

Jaden Raymond, 15, is thankful 
that his father taught him CPR at 
a young age, but nowhere near as 
thankful as the man whose life 
Raymond saved when he put that 
teaching to use. 

Raymond, a freshman at Ander¬ 
son County High School, was hang¬ 
ing out after school with a friend 


Jan. 30 on West Court Street when a 
woman came out of a nearby resi¬ 
dence screaming for help. 

“She was screaming and trying to 
stop cars that were going by,” Ray¬ 
mond said last Friday. “I went across 
the street and asked if she needed 
some help and she asked me if I 
know CPR.” 

Raymond said the woman 
brought him into the residence, 


where he found a man lying on a 
sofa. 

“He was twitching, his eyes were 
closed and his chest was [heaving],” 
Raymond said, adding that the man 
had a pulse and was breathing. 

Raymond called 911 and, after 
he hung up, check the man’s pulse 
again. This time it had stopped. 

“All of a sudden he stopped 
breathing,” Raymond said, “so I 
started CPR until the ambulance 
came.

Coach who led Anderson in 
glory years of hoops dies at 76

The broken blackboard was 
thrown out years ago, but the les¬ 
son Jack Upchurch taught with it 
continues to live. 

“I remember one night we 
were playing Stanford out here 
and we were up 
seven or eight at 
the half, but had 
not played well,” 
Tom Smith 
remembers with 
a chuckle. “We 
were kind of 
laughing in the 
locker room and Coach Upchurch 
walked in. 

“He just took his fist and hit the 
blackboard and said, ‘Boys, that is 
not how we play basketball.’ 

“We played a lot better in the 
second half.” 

Anderson went on to win that 
game, 75-58, in January 1969. 

That was Jack Upchurch, the 
basketball coach. 

Tough. Demanding. Fair. 
Intense. Consistent. And fun- 
loving. 

Above all, a true gentleman. 

Upchurch, who coached at 
Anderson County High School 


from 1965-66 through 1970-71, 
died last week after a lengthy 
illness. He was 76. Upchurch is 
survived by his wife of 54 years, 


Ann, who also taught at Ander¬ 
son County. He was also survived

Community rallies to grant 
cancer-stricken child's request

After a new cancer diagnosis, Mt. 
Eden’s Blake Hundley is back to fight¬ 
ing for his life.

Man charged with raping, 
sodomizing 14-year-old

A Lawrenceburg man 
remained behind bars Tues¬ 
day after he was 
charged with 
third-degree 
felony rape and 
third-degree sod¬ 
omy of a 14-year- 
old girl. 

Collin Wayne 
Catlett, 25, of 
110 W. Court St. 
was arrested 
Feb. 6 and arraigned Monday 
in Anderson County District 
Court, where he entered a plea 
of not guilty. 


Catlett allegedly enticed the 
14-year-old to skip school Feb. 

5 before raping and sodomiz¬ 
ing here, according to a police 
report filed by Det. Jeremy 
Cornish of the Lawrenceburg 
Police Department. 

In his report, Cornish wrote 
that he viewed an online con¬ 
versation called a “snap chat” 
between Catlett and the victim 
before making the arrest. 

Catlett was ordered held in 
the Shelby County Detention 
Center following his arraign¬ 
ment, during with District 
Court Judge JR RoBards set his 
bail at $5,000 cash.

nessed the incident, which occurred 
toward the end of the school day. 

“My friend went to use the bath¬ 
room and saw a blue iPod under the 
stall,” the student said a day after 
the incident. “She ran out of the 
bathroom and saw a teacher in the 
hallway who went to get [assistant 
principal] Ms. Wells.” 

The student said Wells knocked 
on the door of the stall where the 
male student was allegedly hiding. 

“When she said come out, the boy 
said in a girl’s voice, Tm going to the 
bathroom.’ 

“He then unlocked the door and 
came out and it looked like he was 
trying to delete photos.” 

The student said the incident, 
which occurred near the gymna¬ 
sium, scared her and other females 
who witnessed what happened. 

“My daughter is now scared to 
go to the bathroom,” the student’s 
mother said, also speaking on the 
condition of anonymity. 

“This is very unsettling and it 
makes me feel like my daughter is 
not safe in school. Those pictures 
could have ended up on the inter¬ 
net — they might already be on 
there if he’s done this before — or 
shared with friends. 

“This could put the girls in a very 
compromising situation and could 
have really blown up.”

Originally Hundley 
made just one request to 
the Make-A-Wish foun¬ 
dation - he asked for a 
treehouse built by Pete 
Nelson, the star of Ani¬ 
mal Planet’s Treehouse 
Masters. 

When his parents 
learned that his wish 
had been denied, family 
friends decided not to 
take no for an answer. 

Chasidy Hawkins was 
one such friend. 

“I can’t cure him, but 
if I can do anything to 
make him and [his par¬ 
ents] Kelly and Adam 
[Hundley] happy then 
that’s what I’m going to 
do. I just want to help 
them. My only concern 
is him having a tree- 
house,” she said. 

So Thursday Hawkins 
started a Facebook 
group called A Tree- 
house Come True to 
reach out to the commu¬ 
nity for help. 

“We have enough peo¬ 
ple in this town to build 
him a treehouse, surely 
the people around here 
can get him one built,” 
she said Friday. 

Hawkins had no clue 
just how right she was. 

In only 24-hours the 
page had nearly 1,000 
people joined in and ask¬ 
ing how they could help. 

And by the weekend, 
work was already secret¬ 
ly underway. 

“They found out 
about what I was doing 
so we decided [to work 
together],” she said. 

The men, who wish 
to remain anonymous, 
anticipated having the 
frame of the treehouse 


completed by last week¬ 
end, and Hawkins said 
that’s where the Tree- 
house Come True group 
will step in. 

“We’re going to put 
a spiral tube slide, an 
arm to add some swings 
and other play accesso¬ 
ries. There’s a guy from 
Shelby ville that has an 
insulation business, and 
he’s going to come and 
spray insulation before 
we add the walls,” she 
said. 

Last Monday evening, 
a meeting was held at 
Pleasant Hill Christian 
Church to discuss the 
plans and see what 
kind of help was being 
offered. 

Nearly 25 people 
attended, she said, all 
offering to help in what¬ 
ever way they could. 

“We had some car¬ 
penters there, we had 
people willing to make 
food, some wanted to 
decorate, one wanted to 
paint a mural, and one 
guy is going to bring 
his Boy Scout Troop [to 
clean up],” she said. “I 
got a lot of ideas and 
feedback from the ones 
that were there. I’ve got 
a good list of people to 
contact.” 

Hawkins said the 
response has been 
remarkable, with dona¬ 
tions and calls coming 
from all over the county. 

“We got this. We don’t 
need Treehouse Masters. 
We have Mt. Eden Mas¬ 
ters, but it’s spread way 
beyond Mt. Eden. Every¬ 
body from the county is 
contacting me,” she said. 

Hawkins said she’s 
already received the 
first donation -$1,000 
from The Shelby Opti¬ 
mist Club. 

Hawkins said she 


hopes this treehouse 
will keep a smile on his 
Hundley’s face, espe¬ 
cially in this time of 
struggle. 


The diagnosis 

“He just constantly 
has a smile on his face. 
It’s just plastered on his 
face... but he’s so frail,” 
she said. 

Hundley 


has battled 
with and 
beat can¬ 
cer twice 
now, but 
last week 
the family 
received 
grim news. 

Two days after a rou¬ 
tine MRI, Hundley and 
his parents returned to 
the doctor’s office for 
the results. 

“The doctor came in 
and was like, ‘He hasn’t 
had any symptoms 
going on?’ She said, ‘No. 
Are you getting ready 
to give me bad news?”’ 
Hawkins explained. 

The parents spoke 
quietly with the doc¬ 
tors, but the tears on his 
mother’s face told Hund¬ 
ley the news was bad. 

His mother reluc¬ 
tantly shared with 
Hundley the news that 
the cancer had returned 
and he would have to 
endure chemotherapy 
once again. 

Hundley grunted in 
frustration, his young 
mind too innocent to 
understand the magni¬ 
tude of the news. 

“He just knows 
cancer is what makes 
him feel so sick. They 
haven’t talked to him 
about what could hap¬ 
pen if that doesn’t 
work,” Hawkins said. 

Hundley was

declared cancer free 
last September, but four 
short months later the 
disease came back with 
a vengeance. 

“The cancer is all over 
the brain, all down the 
spine, in the spinal fluid. 
There is not a cure for 
it,” Hawkins said. “They 
keep using the term 
with Kelly 
and Adam 
[Hundley] 
‘quality of 
life’. [Doc¬ 
tor’s say] give 
him the best 
quality of 
life,” she said. 

Hundley 

has not been given a 
timeframe, and treat¬ 
ment will continue, 
Hawkins said. 

“Right now the treat¬ 
ment is he’ll go five 
days a month and take 
a chemo type pill for a 
year, and they’ll do it 
for two months and do 
another MRI and see 
how it’s doing,” she said. 

“Kelly [Hundley] 
says take it one day at 
a time,” she said. “It’s 
really hard on her this 
time around.”

But the news hasn’t 
deterred Hundley’s spir¬ 
its who, Hawkins said, 
spent Wednesday eve¬ 
ning chasing his twin 
siblings around the liv¬ 
ing room. 

“He was running 
around and playing 
and just laughing, the 
twins were all chasing 
each other through the 
house,” she said. “She 
[Kelly Hundley] just 
kinda smiled and said I 
just let them,” Hawkins 
said. 

But within the next 
few weeks, Hundley 
may be running around 
a treehouse instead. 

Though he is 
unaware that the 
treehouse project is 
underway, Hawkins said 
Hundley has his suspi¬ 
cions. 

“He knows that 
something is going on 
because Kelly [Hundley] 


keeps asking him all 
these questions about 
what he wants,” she said, 
explaining that Blake 
has already requested 
University of Kentucky 
blue paint for the walls 
of his treehouse. 

“He knows we’re up 
to something,” she said. 

Hawkins said the 
structure will have 
10-foot tall ceilings and 
they plan to put it on 
a frame 10 feet off the 
ground with steps lead¬ 
ing up. It will also have 
a 4-foot deck. But with 
so many people willing 
to add the loving final 
touches, there’s no tell¬ 
ing how amazing the 
final project will be. 

“He’s gonna have the 
best treehouse in Shelby 
County,” Hawkins said.

by six brothers. 

Funeral services were 
conducted Saturday at First 
Church of God in Danville. 

It was fitting that honor¬ 
ary pallbearers included his 
former players at Anderson 
County along with Wayne 
County Russell and Lincoln 
County high schools. 

Upchurch also served as 
an assistant basketball coach 
at Morehead State Univer¬ 
sity where the Eagles won 
two Ohio Valley Conference 
championships. 

One of the founders of the 
Kentucky Association of Bas¬ 
ketball Coaches, Upchurch 
was selected for the associa¬ 
tion’s Court of Honor in 2006 
and was awarded the group’s 
Distinguished Service Award 
last fall. 

The Kentucky High School 
Basketball Hall of Fame also 
presented Upchurch with its 
Award of Merit in 2014. 

The illustrious coaching 
career all started on North 
Main Street at Anderson High 
School. By the time he left for 
Wayne County High, where 
he had scored 2,441 points, 

Mr. Upchurch led Anderson 
County to three district titles, 
the school’s first regional 
championship and a state 
runner-up finish in 1971. 

An All-OVC player at 
Eastern Kentucky University, 
Upchurch arrived in Law- 
renceburg in the summer of 
1965 after serving in an active 
duty stint in the Army. 

(Upchurch remained in 
the Army Reserves for 33 
years, rising to the rank of Lt. 
Colonel.) 

“He was very intimidat¬ 
ing,” Lawrenceburg resident 
John McWilliams, a member 


of that 1965-66 team, says. “He 
had played for Coach (Paul) 
McBrayer at Eastern and he 
was a very fierce competitor. 
He expected you to play the 
way he played.” 

Clark Gregory, another 
member of those first Ander¬ 
son teams, agrees. “Coach 
Upchurch demanded it but 
we all respected him. If you 
didn’t get it right, he would 
show you how to do it. 

“Off the court, he was your 
best friend. On the court, he 
expected the best. He influ¬ 
enced me in choosing Eastern 
for college. Everyone had 
respect for him.” 

At Anderson, Upchurch 
guided the Bearcats to a 
109-64 record. His first team 
finished the regular season at 
4-19, but made it to through 
the 42nd District to the 11th 
Region Tournament before 
losing to Lexington Dunbar. 
His final year, 1971, Anderson 
went 30-3, setting a school 
record for wins, and winning 
the Eighth Region in its first 
year after realignment. 

Anderson Countians 
packed the gyms wherever 
the Bearcats played and on 
more than one occasion, fans 
were turned away on orders 
from the fire marshall. At the 
state tourney, the rest of Ken¬ 
tucky adopted the Bearcats as 
its team. 

Anderson, led by eventual 
Mr. Basketball Jimmy Dan 
Conner, upset Louisville Cen¬ 
tral in the semifinals. With 
the packed house at Louis¬ 
ville’s Freedom Hall cheering 
them on, the Bearcats led 
Louisville Male late in the 
state championship game 
before going down in defeat. 

While Upchurch is remem¬ 
bered most for his work in 
basketball, he coached track 
and golf at Anderson. Active 
in the Kentucky Golf Associa¬ 


tion, Upchurch worked as pro 
shop manager at Dix River 
Country Club for 12 years fol¬ 
lowing his retirement from 
coaching. 

Locally, though, Upchurch 
is remembered most for guid¬ 
ing Anderson County High 
School basketball through a 
period of excellence backed 
up by immeasurable commu¬ 
nity pride. 

His first signature win 
came in February 1968 when 
the Bearcats upset Shelby 
County, ranked in the state’s 
top five teams, as McWilliams 
scored 22 points. While the 


schools were not district and 
regional rivals as they are 
today, it was a win that drew 
statewide attention. 

“We had lost at Henry Clay 
by one point the night before 
and we could have folded,” 
Smith remembers. “We played 
our hearts out and coach was 
so excited.” 

Little more than three 
years later, Anderson basket¬ 
ball reached a point it has 
never been able to match in 
the 44 years since. 

“They had talent,” Smith 
said. “As great a player as 
Jimmy Dan Conner was — 


and he was a great, great 
basketball player — I believe 
Coach Upchurch molded him. 

“In Jimmy Dan’s junior 
year, coach could still play 
with him.” 

Most of all, Upchurch 
preached hard work and dis¬ 
cipline while making time to 
laugh away from the court. 

McWilliams added, “Coach 
Upchurch worked extremely 
hard to accomplish his goals 
and he made sure you worked 
just as hard to accomplish 
yours.” 

McWilliams and Gregory 
saw Upchurch occasionally 
over the years, but Smith, a 
local CPA, stayed in touch. 

“I saw him twice a year. 

I still did his taxes and he 
stopped by another time dur¬ 
ing the year.” 

Upchurch occasionally 
returned to watch Bearcat 
basketball, most recently 
attending a game two years 
ago to watch Smith’s son, Jay, 
play. 

“The last time I saw him 
was last fall,” Smith said. 

“Ann drove him to Lawrence¬ 
burg and they stopped by my 
office. 

“He was unable to get out 
of the car, so I went out there 
to see him.” 

Those life lessons disguised 
as basketball practices live on. 

“He was proud of you 
when you were playing for 
him,” Gregory said, “and later 
in life, he was proud when he 
saw you.” 

Smith thought for a 
moment, then smiled. “He 
didn’t just coach basketball. 
He coached young men. Other 
than my father, no one had 
more influence on my life 
than Coach Upchurch.”

Tax charts interesting, sad look at Anderson County 


olumn as I see ’em 

The old adage 
that figures lie and 
liars figure 
is usually 
true, but the 
two lists I’ve 
included 
here cer¬ 
tainly don’t. 

They do, 
however, 
require a 
bit of expla¬ 
nation for 
those just 
joining us 
in following 
who is taxing us locally 
and who is paying the 
most. 

The Top 10 list is 
equal parts intriguing 
and sad, frankly, and 
hasn’t changed in any 
measurable way since 
the last time I printed it 
a couple of years ago. 

Of course Wild Tur¬ 
key sits at the top by a 
sizeable margin, thanks 
to investing nearly $150 
million in the plant over 
the past five years or so. 
Keep in mind that while 
getting a tax bill for a 
touch over three quar¬ 
ters of a million dollars 
might seem excessive 
(and probably is), Wild 
Turkey pays nearly that 
much again in confisca¬ 
tory whiskey taxes. 

For those wondering 
why Four Roses pays 
so much less, consider 
that it doesn’t bottle or 
warehouse its barrels 
here, which also means 
Anderson County misses 
out on the whiskey tax 
it pays. 

What’s sad is that our 
list includes a grocery,

drug and discount retail 
store instead of being 
loaded up with industry. 

Show me a Top 10 list 
that includes Walmart 
at number three and 
I’ll show you a county 
that hasn’t taken its 
economic development 
anywhere near seriously 
enough for many, many 
years. 

As for property taxes, 
the tale is best told 
across the chart’s bot¬ 
tom line, which shows 
which of the county’s 
taxing authorities have 
jacked up their rates and 
which have left them 
largely flat. 

Note, however, that 
although the health 
board shows a 20 per¬ 
cent increase, its rate is 
low and has been flat 
since 2007. 

Note, too, that while 
the county fire district is 
the clear increase leader, 
it spent many, many 
years living the life of a 
pauper and its services 
reflected the same. 

Today, the agency is 
much better suited to 
do its job but has plenty 
of infrastructure needs 
that haven’t yet been 
addressed. 

S peaking of tax rates 

Notice that the 
library’s rate has actu¬ 
ally dropped in recent 
years after about a 
decade of obscene 
increases. 

That’s the direct 
result of heat being 
applied from the out¬ 
side, not the least of 
which is a lawsuit alleg¬ 
ing it improperly raised

Black HisTory Month: 

Charles Young was born in May's Lick, Kentucky, in 1864. 

In 1889, he became the third African American to graduate 
from the U.S. Military Academy. He spent nearly four of 
his 28 year army career as a Professor of Military Science 
at Wilberforce University. 

A highlight of his career was his pursuit of Pancho Villa. 

For Young's brilliant operations in Mexico, he was promoted 
to lieutenant colonel and a year later to colonel. 

Young was the first African American appointed to serve in 
the Army intelligence division and was fluent in Latin, Creek, 
French, Spanish, and German. 

The NAACP awarded Young the Springarn Medal, an annual 
award recognizing outstanding achievement by an African 
American. Young remains the only member of the U.S. 
military services to receive this award since its inception in 
1915. For his attache service, Young was also inducted into 
the Military Intelligence Corps Hall of Fame in 1999. 

Much to his dismay and despite an exceptional career, 
Colonel Young was medically retired in 1917, the highest 
ranking African American in the U.S. Army, and one of only 
three black commissioned officers. He was recalled to 
active duty in 1919 to serve again as military attache in 
Liberia. He died on January 8,1922, in that post. His body 
is interred at Arlington Cemetery in Washington, D.C. 
Theodore Roosevelt marveled at the man who "by sheer 
force of character overcame prejudices which would have 
discouraged many a lesser man. He approached life with the 
single purpose of seeing what he could do for this nation. 
What he has done will remain with us in the country as a 
constant inspiration and guide of the generations to come."

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Answers to commonly asked questions about vehicle taxes 


F ollowing are answers 
to questions frequently 
asked at the county 
clerk’s office. 

What does junking 
a vehicle really mean? 

Junking a vehicle can 
mean different things to dif¬ 
ferent individuals. Some asso¬ 
ciate it to mean 
taking their 
vehicle to the sal¬ 
vage yard to have 
it crushed. 

Even though 
a vehicle is taken 
to the salvage 
yard, that alone 
doesn’t take the 
ownership or the 
tax implications 
away. 

The state and 
clerk definition 
of junking a vehicle is when 
the registered owner surren¬ 
ders the title and license plate 
to our office. We will then 
mark the vehicle title junked 
and update the state comput¬ 
er system so that the vehicle 
will no longer be associated 
with the previous owner. 

All taxes on the vehicle 
must be paid before junking 
can take place. 

In order to comply with 
audit standards, the regis¬ 
tered owner must then sign 
the junked receipt to com¬ 
plete the transaction as well 
as provide an ID. 

The cost to junk a vehicle 
is $3. If the owner doesn’t 
have the plate, then an affi¬ 
davit will have to be complet¬ 
ed an additional $2 charged. If 
for some reason the registered 
owner of the vehicle can’t 
locate their title, a duplicate 
title can be ordered for $10. 
The title will then be mailed 
to the owner’s address in 
three to five days. The vehi¬ 


cle can then be junked at our 
office. 

Can I find out the amount of 
vehicle taxes I paid last year? 

Before you call our office, 
look at your current registra¬ 
tion receipt. The tax informa¬ 
tion is printed on it. 

If for some reason you 
don’t have it the registered 
owner can obtain this infor¬ 
mation. 

Our office doesn’t give 
out tax information over the 
phone due to the personal 
nature of the information 
and the lack of a way to ver¬ 
ify the identification of the 
registered owner. 

There have been instances 
where the registered owner 
didn’t even want their spouse 
to obtain this information. 

Therefore, to protect the 
owner’s privacy (Drivers Pri¬ 
vacy Protection Act) and the 
clerk’s office, the registered 
must come to our office and 
provide an ID in order to 
obtain tax or any other infor¬ 
mation on their vehicles. 

The owner needs to pro¬ 
vide a plate number, title 
number or vehicle identifica¬ 
tion number for the vehicles 
in question. 

The state computer system 
doesn’t allow us to bring up 
a list of vehicles that are cur¬ 
rently owned or registered. 

We can at that time pro¬ 
vide the owner with a print 
out with the information that 
has been requested. 

March is busy so 
don't procrastinate 

In addition to regular birth 
month renewals, March is 
also the renewal month for 
farm vehicles, commercial 
vehicles, motor homes, camp¬ 
ers and trailer plates. 


Farm plates: In order to 
obtain or to renew a farm 
plate, the owner must sign 
an affidavit stating that they 
are engaged in farming. Farm 
plates cost the same as stan¬ 
dard plates. There is a vol¬ 
untary donation of $ 10 that 
is split between Kentucky 
Proud, 4-H and the FFA. 

The money collected in 
Anderson County is sent back 
to these three local groups. 
This fee can be removed at 
your request. Farm vehicles 
being licensed for 55,000 
pounds or more require a 
completed 2290 form (Heavy 
Highway Vehicle Use Tax 
Return). 

Standard plates 

Standard Plates are for 
individual ise and are $21 for 
the year. In God We Trust 
plates are available for the 
same amount. There are a 
variety of plates, including 
specialty and personalized 
plates for additional fees.

Why haven't we mailed tax bills? 

First, the cards are not 
bills, they are just courtesy 
notices and second, they are 
mailed by the Department 
of Revenue. Normally these 
cards are mailed 45 days 
before the due date, however 
January is always different. 
Each year the Department 
of Revenue places a value 
on your vehicle and on Jan. 1 
they apply the tax rates that 
were set earlier in 2012 by the 
taxing districts (state, county, 
city, school, health, library, 
fire and Extension). These 
cards are then mailed by the 
Department of Revenue to 
the registered owner of each 
vehicle. These cards are just a 
reminder. They are not nec¬ 
essary in order to pay your 
taxes or renew your license 
plate. This leads to the next 
question. 

What do I need to bring with me 
to pay taxes, license vehicle? 

You must bring the regis¬ 
tration receipt (blue) in order 
to renew the license plate. If 
you can’t find it, only the reg¬ 
istered owner of the vehicle 
(person on the title) can apply 
for a duplicate receipt. This 
will cost $5 and can be done 
while you are in our office 
with a valid ID. 

It is a good idea to bring a 
copy of your insurance card, 
however, the law requires 
your insurance company 
supply that information to 
the Department of Insurance 
every 30 days, therefore it 
should be in our system. 

If I buy a vehicle in another 
county, where is the transfer 
to take place? 

The law states that the 
transfer can be done in either 
the buyer’s or seller’s county. 


Most dealers want to take 
the transfer to their county 
clerk’s office because they 
know that the fees will stay 
in their county if they do. Just 
remember that you have the 
right to request the work to 
be sent to Anderson County. 
They may argue, but remem¬ 
ber thousands of dollars are 
given to other counties, when 
it could be ours. 

Can I pay vehicle taxes before 
the due date? 

The answer is yes. The 
taxes on any vehicle can be 
paid anytime after Jan. 1st, 
but don’t come due until the 
registration date. We have 
several vehicle owners that 
pay their taxes as soon as they 
get their tax refund check. 

What determines when 
my tags are due? 

Several things can deter¬ 
mine this. Normally, when 
you buy a vehicle from a 
dealer, they will license the 
vehicle in dealerships month. 
When the license plate comes 
due, come in and renew to 
your birth month. If you buy 
a vehicle from an individual 
and if the current plate is still 
good, it normally remains in 
the seller’s birth month until 
the expiration date. At that 
time it can be registered to 
your birth month. Regular 
plates and In God We Trust 
plates come due in your birth 
month. Personalized plates 
come due in December. Farm 
plates, trailer plates and com¬ 
mercial plates come due in 
March. Boats come due in 
April. There are other special 
plates that come due in other 
months.

Lawrenceburgman turns boyhood 
passion into fast-growing business

Brad Burge is an expert 
when it comes to getting rid 
of unwanted houseguests. 

No, not pesky in-laws or 
grown children still living in 
the basement. Instead, Burge 
specializes in getting rid wild¬ 
life that sneak, slither, fly or 
burrow into people’s homes. 

“I can catch anything but a 
bear, deer, turkey or elk,” said 
Burge, owner of Lawrence- 
burg-based Backyard Bandits. 

Burge, who by day is 
employed by the state’s 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife at its Salato Wildlife 
Education Center in Frank¬ 
fort, said his business came 
naturally to him. 

“People ask me why I do 
this and it’s out of neces¬ 
sity more than anything,” 
said Burge, a 1987 graduate 
of Anderson County High 
School. “I do it for people hav¬ 
ing critter problems. I grew 
up trapping and hunting, so I 
just kind of fell into it.” 

Unlike the animals he 
harvested during his younger 
days, Burge said the major¬ 
ity of the animals he catches 
now are released back into 
the wild. 

“I have a farm where I 
have permission to release 
them,” he said. “You can’t just 
take them down to the river 
and turn them loose.” 


Burge said he gets calls on 
all sorts of wildlife, including 
plenty of raccoons, possums, 
squirrels, snakes and bats. 

And while he’s very careful 
with all, he said skunk calls 
take a delicate touch to avoid 
him going home each night to 
a tomato juice bath. 

“I usually use live traps on 
them, but you can 
still get sprayed,” he 
said. “I use a dark 
colored sheet, hold 
it out in front of me 
then cover the trap,” 
he said. “I watch 
and listen. If they’re 
stomping and hiss¬ 
ing, you don’t want 
to mess with them 
for a while.” 

Burge said this is the time 
of year when some furbear- 
ers start to breed, which 
tends to make them, and him, 
much more active. 

“I usually get tons of call 
during breeding season,” he 
said. “Possums, skunks and 
coons all breed around Febru¬ 
ary and like to get into soffits, 
attics and garages.” 

Burge said he has encoun¬ 
tered all sorts of situations 
during his three years in busi¬ 
ness, including a real head- 
scratcher when he tried to 
track down a wayward squir¬ 
rel that nearly drove him, 
well, nuts. 

“That squirrel gave me 


fits,” he said. “The customer 
thought it was in the attic 
because they kept hearing it 
above the shower. I couldn’t 
find anything in the attic, 
and even put a trail camera 
up there, but there was just 
no evidence of it being up 
there. 

“By luck, I was doing an 
outdoor inspection and saw a 
squirrel going into the house 
through the crawl space. It 
was getting above the shower 
by going between the wall 
and ceiling.” 

Then there was the time 
he rid a woman’s house of 
raccoon that had gotten into 
hear heat ducts. 

“She would see the coons 
looking at her 
through the lou¬ 
vers in the vents,” 
he said. “I had a 
real hard time 
catching them 
because it was 
an old two-story 
house that had 
been added onto 
and there were all sorts of 
nooks and crannies.” 

Nothing, however, gets 
people shook up more bats. 

“They really freak people 
out,” said Burge. “Bats scare 
people to death.” 

Rather than trapping bats, 
Burge said he works to figure 
out how they are getting into 
and out of houses. 

“They can get in through 
a dime-sized hole,” he said. 
“They usually leave an oily 
spot on the side of the house, 
so if you can seal it off, they 
can’t get back in.” 

Burge responds to snake 
calls, too, saying that they 
usually turn out to be com¬ 
mon garter or rat snakes. 

“Most of the time they’re 


gone by the time I get there,’ 
he said. “That or the home- 
owner has taken the hoe to 
them.” 

Lawrenceburg resident 
Laurie Goodlett hired Burge 
to rid her home of raccoons 
and said it was nice having 
a service such as his locally 
available. 

“I had raccoons in my 
chimney and in the walls 
of the house,” Goodlett said. 
“They sounded like buffalo 


running around in there.” 

Goodlett said she called 
Burge, who removed the 
raccoons and made sure 
they couldn’t get back into 
her chimney by installing a 
device to keep them out. 

“He was easy to work with, 
was helpful and really nice,” 
Goodlett said. “It’s nice to 
have such a resource right in 
town, and nice having some¬ 
one you can trust. It was very 
affordable, too.”

“The EMT told me that 
the man wouldn’t have lived 
without me giving him CPR.” 

The man, who chose not to 
be identified, was back on his 


feet a short while after the 
ambulance arrived, and Ray¬ 
mond said he’s happy to have 
helped save him. 

“I made me feel like a mil¬ 
lion dollars,” he said. “It’s just 
a bunch of happiness. I can’t 
explain it. 

“When it was over, the 
man’s sister came up to me 


crying and said thank you, 
and his girlfriend sent me a 
thank-you card.” 

Raymond said his father, 
Chad, taught him CPR at a 
young age but until that day 
he hadn’t needed to use it. 

“I forgot almost everything 
at first,” Raymond said. “But 
when he stopped breathing, 


memory kicked in.” 

His mother, Julie, said she 
wasn’t aware of her son’s 
heroics until he came home 
around 9:30 that evening. 

“He was so excited that he 
wanted to tell me in person 
when I picked him up,” she 
said. 

“I’m very proud that 


someone 15 years old acted so 
quickly and with no hesita¬ 
tion to help someone.” 

The man Raymond helped 
save declined to comment 
and requested that he not be 
identified.

Sure-fire ways to help control pet’s bad breath 


B ad breath isn’t something any 
of us like to talk about, but it’s a 
harsh reality in animals. 

It’s no fun getting a big, 
slobbery wet kiss from 
a pet that has halitosis. 

That’s the fancy word for 
bad breath. Fancy words 
aside, it’s still a problem 
that is caused by excessive 
build-up of odor-produc¬ 
ing bacteria inside your 
pet’s mouth, lungs or even 
gut. 

Just as it is in humans, 
it’s treatable in animals, 
too. Most cases can be 
traced back to poor oral 
hygiene but some are also indicative 
of a more serious health problem. 
Although bad breath in dogs and 
cats is most commonly linked to the 
buildup of bacteria in the mouth due 
to poor oral hygiene, other causes of 
bad breath are oral tumors, tonsillitis 
or foreign material in the mouth. 
Kidney disease and diabetes can 


also cause a change in the odor of the 
breath. Bad breath is a warning sign of 
dental disease that starts out as plaque. 
That’s the yucky film that causes gin¬ 
givitis. 

That plaque hardens into what is 
known as tartar, which is evident in 
the swollen, inflamed gums and - you 
guessed it - bad breath. Abscesses are 
painfully common in dogs and cats 
and can also cause bad breath. Bacteria 
move up the canal in the middle of a 
worn or broken tooth to the tip where 
it forms an abscess. 

Prevention is the best cure for bad 
breath. Schedule a dental check-up 
with your pet’s veterinarian at least 
once a year for a cleaning and dental 
exam. In addition, it is recommended 
brushing your pet’s teeth. 

There are numerous products 
designed specifically for this purpose. 
Brushing is the best way to cut back 
on the tartar buildup to control bad 
breath. 

Make sure your pet is on a healthy 
diet. Our food is not good nutrition for 


a dog or cat, no matter how sweetly 
they beg. Check the labels to see if it is 
recommended for tartar control. 

Give your pet safe chew toys. They 
not only help reduce your pet’s stress 
level but eliminate boredom. The 
chewing action can help reduce tartar 
buildup. Choose the toy wisely - too 
soft and bits can become lodged in 
your pets throat. Toys that are too 
hard, such as nylon bones and antlers 
can break teeth. Rope toys can cause 
threads to get caught between teeth 
and set up an infection. Pick one that is 
recommended by the Veterinary Oral 
Health Council. 

Remember, prevention is the best 
medicine. For more tips check out the 
American Animal Hospital Associa¬ 
tion on line.

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Love for each other matters more than size of church 


S cattered through¬ 
out any community 
are tiny struggling 
churches. 

Sometimes they’re 
invisible. If 
you blink 
while driv¬ 
ing past 
them you’ll 
miss them. 

Or they’re 
eyesores — 
run down, 
weather 
worn. 

In my 20 
years cover¬ 
ing local 
religion for 
the newspa¬ 
per, I’ve gotten to know 
the people at some of 
these little churches. 

I’ve attended their 
services and could count 
the people in the pews 
with two hands and not 
need a third. 

Two things have 
run through my mind: 
Why don’t they admit 
defeat, close up shop 
and go somewhere else? 
And, why do they stay 
together? 

I’ve always been part 
of churches that are so 
big that I don’t know 
half the people, and so I 
don’t understand a tiny 
church’s dynamic or 
mentality. 

I remember talk¬ 
ing to a pastor of one 
such little church. In 
his community, which 
maybe encompasses 
five square miles, his 
church is one of three 
of varying denomina¬ 
tions, all three with 
only a handful of mem¬ 
bers. 

Each church has a 
long, rich history. Each 
church has members 
who had been there 
since their birth — their 
mamas and grandmas, 
aunts and cousins had 
all been members. 

The pastor was tell¬ 
ing me about some 
needed repairs at his 


church and how the 
other two churches also 
needed some help. He 
also told me about their 
tradition of combining 
congregations and meet¬ 
ing together in each oth¬ 
er’s churches on rotating 
Sundays. 

That was a head 
scratcher. 

“Baptists, Method¬ 
ists, Pentecostals — why 
don’t you just all form 
one church?” I asked. 

He looked at me as if I 
had asked a really dumb 
and insensitive question. 
Which I had. 

He said, “If you’re a 
Baptist, do you want to 
be Methodist? And if 
you’re a Methodist, do 
you want to be Pente¬ 
costal?” 

He wasn’t saying that 
one was better than the 
other or that the people 


in the three churches 
didn’t all get along, 
because they do. He 
was saying that Christ’s 
church as a whole forms 
its own smaller fam¬ 
ily groups where the 
people worship the same 
Lord and Savior as the 
universal church, but 
in ways that are more 
comfortable amongst 
themselves. 

I get that. I love being 
Presbyterian. It’s not 
that I have anything 
against Baptists or Meth¬ 
odists or Pentecostals, I 
just prefer being Presby¬ 
terian. It feels as if it’s in 
my DNA. 

But I don’t want 
this to be a discussion 
of denominations or 
even styles of worship. 
Instead, I’m thinking 
today about churches in 
general: small, medium, 


large or jumbo, all col¬ 
ors, all flavors. 

Recently, I visited 
another small church 
in the community. The 
pastor, a woman, has 
been in this church 
since before she was 
born. Her great-grand¬ 
father was its founding 
pastor. The church has 
gone from 400 people to 
just a faithful few, and 
hers is another church 
that I’ve wondered why 
it still exists. 

It all comes back to 
what the church is. 

If it’s just a place to 
wear your new clothes, 
to sing a few songs and 
learn a few principles to 
make your life run more 
smoothly — well, you 
can do that anywhere. 
Or not do it at all. 

But if it’s a family 
reunion, if it’s the place 


where the people you 
count as your brothers 
and sisters come togeth¬ 
er each week to practice 
your common fam¬ 
ily traditions, to learn 
about and celebrate 
your common faith and 
your Father’s love, then 
whether you’re few or 
a few hundred or thou¬ 
sand in number, your 
church is a precious 
place. 

The size of the mem¬ 
bership doesn’t matter 
as much as the size of 
the love the people have 
for one another. 

One of my most 
cherished parts of going 
to church each week is 
sitting in front of Harry 
and Charlotte Austin. At 
the end of the service, 
after all the songs and 
the offering, after the 
sermon and God com¬ 


ing and loving us, after 
the pastor’s final prayer 
and benediction, every 
week I turn around and 
say, “Good stuff, huh 
Harry?” 

If he and Charlotte 
aren’t there, I miss them. 
I miss saying, “Good 
stuff.” If I’m not there, I 
miss it, too. 

I think that’s the 
way church should be. 

I think it makes Jesus 
happy.

His old school 
approach made a lasting impression on 
many he coached at Anderson and other 
schools. 

Gentle giant 
larger than life 

Coach of state runner-up made 
winning contributions to his players 

W hen you are 10 or 12 years 
old, the world around you 
is often growing closer and 
simultaneously getting bigger. 

And the heroes can vary 
I grew up in the 1960s and 70s. 
Those were the days of 
three television channels 
- if the weather was good 
and you had a decent 
antenna - and AM radio. 

Wireless phones that fit 
in your pocket were just 
on Star Trek. 

You heard about Wilt 
Chamberlain or saw 
Johnny Unitas on TV. 

You knew Adolph Rupp 
had the powerhouse in Lexington but 
a televised schedules were about as 
likely as those transmitters Capt. Kirk 
used. The three or four games a year 
on the tube were a treat. 

Then there was high school basket¬ 
ball. 

And, in those really formative 
years from about 10 to 14, some of 
those guys were heroes. And Jack 
Upchurch, working the sidelines 
wearing that red blazer, might have 
been even bigger than that. Kids at 
Alton or Sand Spring or Saffell Street 
schools just wanted to play basketball 
for Coach Upchurch. 

I can’t remember the first time I 
ever talked with Mr. Upchurch, who 
died last week at 76.1 do remember 
him coming to Alton School a time or 
two to talk to the boys about playing 
basketball. But I never got to know 
him. 

I knew about that presence that 
Jack Upchurch had wherever he was 
around Lawrenceburg. 

I was ecstatic that night the 
Bearcats rallied from a halftime 
deficit to beat a very good Carroll 
County team in the Eighth Region 
championship and still can’t believe it 
took the better part of two hours for 
my parents to drive back from Henry 
County to Alton. That’s how heavy 
the traffic was. Everyone in Anderson 
County was there. 

A week later, I was stunned as the 
Bearcats faded in the final five min¬ 
utes of the state championship game. 

Jack Upchurch was just a big part 
of my life. 

The current Anderson County 
High School boys’ basketball coach, 
Glen Drury, was growing up in Law¬ 
renceburg about the same time. “He 
was larger than life,” Drury said last 
week as he sat in his office at the 
school and pointed to the gym. “I 
remember going to his basketball 
camp right out there.” 

Like me, Drury didn’t get to know 
Mr. Upchurch until later in life. 

But we’d heard stories about his 
tough practices and how he’d put on 
that nylon warm-up and show you 
how it was done and you didn’t leave 
until it was done right. 

Even though he was already 
balding when he arrived in Law¬ 
renceburg, Upchurch was not that 
much older than the young men he 
coached. 

“He was 27,” John McWilliams says, 
“and he could still play.” 

And in the Upchurch mind, there 
was a right way to play the game. 

“He had played for Coach (Paul) 
McBrayer at Eastern (Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity),” remembers Tom Smith, who 
played at Anderson during Coach 
Upchurch’s glory years. “You played

Cummins closes out phenomenal week with 30 points, clutch shooting

Success on the basketball 
court is more often deter¬ 
mined by those few inches 
between the ears than a 
quick first step or being 
taller than the opponent. 

The latest exhibit is the 
Anderson County High 
School boys’ basketball 
team which willed its way 
to a 73-67 win over Frank¬ 
fort Saturday afternoon 
in the Gary Moore Classic 
at Franklin County High 
School. 

Anderson coach Glen 
Drury saw his team, which 
was expected to hover just 
a bit on the plus side of 
.500, improve to 14-8 on the 
season. He said attitude was 
what propelled his team to 
the victory. “It’s not think¬ 
ing I am good,” he said. “It is 
knowing I am good. If you 
know you are good going 
into a game, you will play 
good.” 

And the Bearcats, who 
won for the sixth time in 
seven games, left little 
doubt they believed them¬ 
selves to be the better team, 
even though Frankfort had 
the tools - incredible ath¬ 
leticism through the lineup 
and some brute strength 
inside - to cause Anderson 
considerable trouble. 

Austin Cummins over¬ 
came a slow start to finish 
with 30 points, giving him 
119 for his incredile three- 
game stretch last week. (See 
the related story on page 
B4.) 

Cobe Penny added 20 
for the Bearcats, who were 
looking at an eight-point 


deficit on two separate 
occasions in the second 
quarter. 

Jalen Washington, and 


all-state football player, led 
Frankfort with 25 points. 

“They are very good,” 
Cummins said of the 


Panthers. “They are very 
underrated.” 

But after opening a 25-17 
lead with with just over 
two minutes left in the 
first half, Frankfort could 
not deliver the knockout 
punch. Anderson rallied 
as Cummins buried a 
three-pointer and Andrew 
Mitchell drove for another 
bucket. Penny then sank a 
pair of free throws to make 
it 25-24 at the break. 

“We weren’t taking care 
of the ball at that time,” 
Drury said. “We had a little 
different lineup in and 
Cobe Penny brought us up. 

I think Cobe played abso¬ 
lutely a great game.” 

Frankfort had disrupted 
the Anderson attack early. 

“They made us turn 
the ball over more than 
we needed to,” Drury said. 
“There were more forced 
turnovers than unforced.” 

Anderson was also in 
foul trouble as Dillon Harp¬ 
er and Gunnar Gillis both 
went to the bench with two 
early ones. 

“We got a big game out of

“Coach Upchurch epito¬

Trivette said. 


Through it all, Jack 
Upchurch was a gentleman. 
He could have fun but when 
it was time to play, it was 
really time to work. 

Upchurch’s hoops work 
ethic was simple: Play the 
game like he played. All out, 
all the time. 

Old school, indeed. 

I don’t recall ever seeing 
another game Jack Upchurch 
coached after he left Ander¬ 
son County for his alma 
mater, Wayne County He 
might have changed a bit as 
time tends to mellow 

But in talking with those 
who knew him best while at 
Anderson County, the passion 


probably never left. 

“He made sure you did it 
his way,” McWilliams said. 

Old school or not, there’s 
little doubt Jack Upchurch 
had an influence far beyond 
the six years he coached 
Bearcat basketball.

Keeping those baskets A-Cummins 

Anderson senior shatters own record, but Clark prevails; Near-perfect as Cats roll past Gallatin

What if? 


Former Anderson Mustang teammates 
combine for 85 points in overtime battle 


Some nights, the bas¬ 
ketball goal seems to be 
as wide as a four-lane 
highway. 

Austin Cummins had 
a pair of nights when 
that hoop seemed to be 
like an ocean. He could 
not miss. 

Anderson County’s 
senior guard blitzed the 
nets for 51 points - his 
own school record that 
had just stood since Dec. 
4 - last Tuesday against 
visiting George Rogers 
Clark. Unfortunately 
for the Bearcats, it was 
not enough as Clark, 
one of the 10 th Region 
contenders, held off the 
Bearcats, 82-76 in over¬ 
time. 

Cummins hit 19-of-39 
shots, including 7-for-20 
on three-pointers, and 
hit 6-of-10 free throws. 
He also pulled down 10 
rebounds against Clark. 
Cummins had already 
set the school record 
when he lit up East Jes¬ 
samine for 45 points in 
the second game of the 
season. 

The Clark loss didn’t 
stop Cummins or the 
Bearcats the next night, 
though. The Bearcats 
traveled to Gallatin 
County where they 
ripped the hosts, 95-78, 
and Cummins totaled 
38 points and was near¬ 
perfect. 

The Cummins line 
at Gallatin was 13-of-14 
from the field, including 
4-of-5 from three-point 
land, and 8-for-8 at the 
free throw line. Cum¬ 
mins also delivered 10 
assists. 

On one sequence, he 
drove to the left side of 
the goal, gave a quick 
fake, then stepped back 
to pop a jump shot as his 
defender picked himself 
off the ground. 

“My shot did feel good 
against Clark County,” 
Cummins said. “I can 
usually tell in warm-ups 
if I’m going to be on or 
not. That night was one 
of those nights when I 
was feeling it. 


“I knew I was on 
probably with the sec¬ 
ond shot during the 
Gallatin game. I usually 
don’t start off shooting 
a three off the dribble 
to start the game but I 
did and it happened to 
go in.” 

Not only was Cum¬ 
mins firing darts into 
a mega-sized target, he 
was also dishing to his 
Bearcat buddies for 
baskets to the tune of 10 
assists. 

“Austin is a heck of a 
scoring guard,” Ander¬ 
son coach Glen Drury 
said in an understate¬ 
ment. “He did a tremen¬ 
dous job not only scor¬ 
ing but finding other 
people. We were 30-for- 
40 shooting in two-point 
shots (at Gallatin) and 
that is unheard of.” 

Cummins, however, 
said he’s actually felt 
better shooting at other 
times. 

“I think I felt it more 
my sophomore year 
against Shelby County 
when I went 9-of-19 
from the three, but this 
has to be the second-best 
shooting night where I 
felt a smooth rhythm 
and had an idea where 
I thought every shot I 
took was going in,” Cum¬ 


mins said. 

Anderson had looked 
for a very close game at 
Gallatin, a team that has 
battled through injuries 
all season and might be 
much better than its 
8-16 record. 

“We got a huge game 
from Gunnar (Gillis),” 
Drury said of his fresh¬ 
man forward. Gillis hit 
ll-of-14 shots and fin¬ 
ished with a career-best 
25 points.. 

Anderson gradually 
eased out to a lead, then 
exploded in the final 
eight minutes. 

“I was proud of how 
the kids bounced back,” 
Drury said. “They could 
have had a letdown 
after the emotional 
game the night before.” 

The night before, the 
Bearcats rode Cummins’ 
marksmanship before 
falling to George Rogers 
Clark. Records are virtu¬ 
ally non-existent, but 
Cummins’ 39 field goal 
attempts are likely the 
most ever for an Ander¬ 
son player in one game. 

No one on the Ander¬ 
son side was complain¬ 
ing as Cummins’ sizzling 
hand was keeping the 
Bearcats in the game 
with an physically-gift- 
ed Clark team. 


“Clark County is very 
athletic,” Drury said. 
“They are the most ath¬ 
letic team we have seen 
this year.” 

Clark, which 
improved to 18-6, was 
led by former Anderson 
player Damion King, 
a senior who lit up his 
former teammates for 
34 points. 

Despite Gillis picking 
up two fouls in the first 
minute, the Bearcats 
still held a 29-28 advan¬ 
tage at the break. 
Anderson’s other fresh¬ 
man starter, Cobe Penny, 
scored 12 points for the 
Bearcats. 

Neither team led by 
more than six points 
With Clark clinging to 
a 70-67 lead, Anderson 
put the ball in Cum¬ 
mins’ hand to force the 
overtime. 

“I just pushed (the 
ball) up the court as fast 
as I could and pulled 
up,” Cummins said. “I 
knew it was good as soon 
as I released it.” 

Clark, however, took 
control early in the 
overtime. 

“I am not disappoint¬ 
ed,” Drury said. “Clark is 
a very good team. Even 
with the loss, we got bet¬ 
ter.”
